The Fort Bidwell stage taking the 
cut off back of Deep Wells half a mile 
leaves Widow Carroll out in the cold. 

C. Q. Francisco is keeping the Cox 
house at the Junction of the Pyramid 
and Winnemucca Valley road.. Mr. 
Bonham has gone to Smoke Creek 
Station. 

Eugene Wood has made an im- 
provement in the road around the 
canyon from Warm Spring Valley to 
Pyramid Cityy He goes behind the 
bluff of rocks at the end of the last 
point that runs out and cuts off half a 
mile. Itisa good hard road while 
the old one gets very bad in winter. 

There is very little fishing this sea- 
son. Doc. Woods catches a few for 
bis ow use. Tom Rogers, of savory 
memory is employed by the Depot 
Hotel and Maston by the. Arcade 
Hotel. They are camped at High 
Rock, four miles south of Doc. Woods, 
They send in over a hundred pounds 
a day. No other white men are fishing 
at all, 

Watson has abandoned his beauti- 
ful grove and all his buildings have 
disappeared. He was ordered off the 
reservation by the U. S. authorities. 
It isa shame in a country with so 
little farming land to prevent a man 
froa making a home where he can on 
islands. 

Ex-Detective, O. T. Brown, is 
driving from Pyramid to Salt Marsh, 
about 60 miles. It is one of the 
grandest drives in the world, for 80 
miles. The road is on the shores of 
Pyramid Lake, He says he has never 
had the slightest accident, not even to 
break a tongue out ot a buckle. Trulys 
& proud record. 

There are large beds of diatoms at 
the north end of Pyramid Lake. 

There is hardly a drop of¥water 

running into the Lake, except what 
comes from the Truckee, and that is 
avery little. Whitehorse creek is en- 
tirely dry below the ranch, so are 
Symons and Doc Woods creeks, none 
at all is comivg in from Winnemucca 
valley, no streams come in from the 
east side. The divide between Pyra- 
mid and Mud Lakes is high, narrow 
and dry. 
Pyramid seems to be getting lower 
and lower, and that is the testimony 
of old settlers. There is a margin of 
thirty or furty feet along the shore 
that has ten annular rings where the 
waves have heaped up pebbles that 
show that the lake has fallen ten feet 
in sSimany years. It gathers upa 
little every winter, but loses all the 
gain and more in the summer. The 
high water mark comes up to the reg- 
ular growth of sage brush, and the 
absence of marks show that it was the 
shore line fora very long time. The 
stage horses are beginoing to drink 
lake water. At first they would not 
touch it because it is salt and brackish, 
but they soon come to like it. They 
suffer no bad efféctsfrom it at all. 
The drivers carry drinking water in a 
jug to Mullens and back, one hundred 
and twenty-five miles.

A Prize Essay. 
Rocsturee, N. Y., Sept. 5, 1881. 
To the Public:—In January last I 

offered a prize of $200 in gold for 
each discovery, during the year, in 
the United States and Canada, of a 
telescopic, unexpected comet. Dr. 
Lewis Swift, director ot the Warner 
Observatory, discovered Comet A May 
ist, and Prof. Schaeberle, of Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich., Observatory, Comet C, 
July 14th, each thus winning the 
prize. Comet B, or the Great Cumet, 
burst suddenly on the sight io this 
country in June, though it was first 
seen in South Africa May 21st, and 
its appearance was predicted near 
Beta Aurige for June 23d last, this 
prediction being exactly fulfilled. 
Comet B was neither telescopic nor 
unexpected, and yet I was anx- 
ious, could the first discuverer be 
found, to make a special award of 
$200. Nearly 3,000 letters claiming 
priority have been received and exam- 
ined, but Director Swift reports that 
no conclusion can be reached that 
wuuld be scientific and satisfactory. 
This was a disappointment to myself 
and the claimants, but in order to en- 
courage, so far as possible, popular 
astronomical study, I beg to announce 
a prize of $200 to the person in the 
United States or Canada who shall 
prepare the best essay on “Comets; 
their Composition, Purpose, and Ef- 
fect upon the Earth,” on the following 
CONDITIONS: 

1. The essay must be written in 
plain language, each technical term to 
be defined in brackets immediately 
followiag, and must not exceed 3,000 
words, 

2. Each essay must be signed with 
a nom de plume and a sealed enveiope 
must accompany the essay superscribed 
with the nom de plume and containing 
the real name of the author, 

3. All the essays must be filed with 
Dr. Lewis Swift, Director of the War- 
ner Observatory, Rochester, N. ¥Y., by 
November 1, 1881, and he will sub- 
mit them to the judges, 

I hope that this prize wil! produce 
valuable additions to popular astro— 
nomical literature,
